Rome. Aug. IO.—-The cerem ony of the 
coronation of Pope P ius X. took place 
Sunday In the basilica of St. P eter's In 
the presence of princes and high d igni­ 
taries of the church and the Rom an 
nobales, and w ith all the solem nity and 
splendor associated w ith theta, the most 
m agnificent rite of the R om an C atholic 
church. 
As C ardinal M acchl. the dean of the 
cardinal 
deacons* placed 
the 
triple 
prown on the head of the venerable 
pontiff the throng of 70.000 persons, 
gathered w ithin the cathedral, b u rst 
Into unrestrained acclam ation, the choir 
intoned a hym n of trium ph and the 
bells rang out a Joyful peal. 
It Is fifty-seven years ainee the R o­ 
m ans and Europe assisted a t such a 
function as w as held at St. P eter’s S u n ­ 
day. The great basilica, popularly su p ­ 
posed to have never been quite full, w as 
overflowing w ith hum anity. 
The papal 
throne, a bew ildering m ixture of gold, 
red and silver, w as erected in front of 
the high a ltar. As, co n trary to custom . 
on these cerem onious occasions, there 
w ere no galleries, the basilica bore 
m ore of its norm al aspect. 
On the a l­ 
tar, which w as dressed In w hite, stood 1 
the fam ous sliver gilt candlesticks and 
a m agnificent crucifix, 
a1! the a v ails- j 
hie standing space w ithin the cath ed ral . 
w as divided into sections by wooden ] 
barriers, which, to a certain extent, 
kept the v ast crowd in order. 
In the 
early hours afte r sunrise a thick fog 
hung over Rome, and one bank of the 
T iber could not be seen from the other, 
while from the San Anglo bridge onr* 
seemed to look into 
the 
fathom less 
abyss instead of into the river. 
The 
effect w as especially m agnificent on e n ­ 
tering the piazza of St. P eter's. 
At 
tim es 
M ichael 
Angelo's g reat dome 
disappeared 
com pletely 
from 
view, 
w hile a t o th ers it appeared through the 
flowing golden m ist. 
As thy m orning 
w ore on. the fog dispersed and the sun 
shone w ith all its southern intensity, 
until It becam e unbearably hot, and the 
stones, c o lu m n s and statu es seem ed to 
rad iate the heat on the thousands w a it­ 
ing to enter the church. 
At 6 o'clock 
the ringing of bells announcer*the im ­ 
m inent opening of the doors, and a 
com m otion a t once began am ong the 
crow d. 
The police and Italian soldiers 
had a difficult task to m aintain order. 
as the crushing and fatigue had begun 
to tell on the patience. 
W hen th e doors were opened the in- I 
ru sh was terrific, m any people who j 
sta rte d from the steps outside were 
lifted oft th eir feet and carried into 
the C athedral. 
It w as a great hum an 
to rren t let loose, thousands of people 
rushing and squeezing am id scream s 
protsts, 
gesticulations 
and. 
cries or 
help 
B ut once in the w hirlpool th eie 
w as no escape and the com pactness 
of the crow d proved to be the safet> 
of those caught in it. 
W om en fainted 
In com paratively large num bers and 
even m en w ere o v e r c o m e by the heat. 
Those who • received special in v ita­ 
tions from ecclesiastics who were not 
p a r t i c i p a t i n g in the proceedings, the 
d i p l o m a t s and the Rom an aristocracy

Inside the v atican palace there was 
no less m ovem ent and bustle as the

Its burden o f burning candles 
and sacred vessels, while around stood 
the papa! guards, the pontifical court, 
m onks and officials. 
From the throne, 
P lus X., surrounded by his suite, walk-* 
ed to th e high a lta r standing over the 
crypt of St. P eter into which m ean­ 
w hile C ardinal 
M acchl descended to 
pray. 
The pope then blessed the a t­ 
ta r. and a fte r saying the “Indulgm - 
tlam .” th e m aniple, a sym bol of the 
cord, w as placed w ith g reat cerem ony 
upon the pope’s arm . 
R eturning from th e crypt. C ardinal 
M achhl placed upon the shoulders of 
j the pope the pontifical pallium and 
attach ed it w ith th ree golden Jeweled 
pine, saying. “Receive th e sacred p a l­ 
lium as a sym bol of the fullness of 
! the pontifical office, In honor of A l­ 
m ighty God. th e m ost glorious V irgin 
M ary, his m other, the blessed apostles 
St. P e ter and St. Paul and th e holy 
R om an C atholic church.” 
Follow ing th is C ardinal M acchl p er­ 
form ed the rite of incensing the pope 
On the pope’s retu rn to the throne 
th e cardinals offered th eir last obedi­ 
ence to the pontiff, kissing his hands 
and feet, and receiving an em brace 
by him tw ice In turn. 
The whole s a ­ 
cred college gathered about the pope, 
singing 
P a le strin a 's "Corona 
A urea 
S uper C aput E jus.” 
C ardinal M acchl 
then recited th e P a te r N oster and of­ 
fered the follow ing player:, 
“O m nipotent and ever eternal God 
dignity of th e clergy' and a u th o r of 
sovereignty, g ra n t Thy servant, Pius 
X., grace 
to 
fru ltfu ly govern T hy 
church so th a t he, by Thy clem ency 
becom es and is crow ned as fath er of 
kings udA. r a tte r of a1! the faithful, 
through T hy w ise 
disposition 
m ay 
govern well.'' 
C ardinal M acchl then addressed the 
pope in L atin, as follows: 
“Receive the tiara, ornam ented w ith 
th ree crowms.

I Savior. Jesus C hrist, who is the honor 
and glory of all centuries.”

The size of the drop is not th e ob sta­ 
cle in the w ay of a clearer know ledge 
of the drop stru ctu re, for the average 
d iam eter of raindrops is not fa r from 
one m illim eter, and m en of science 
have to deal w ith q u an tities infinitely 
sm aller.—Sunset M agazine. 


A G ian t of th e Deep. 
The A m erican M useum of Natural 
History in New York has what is be­ 
lieved to be the largest whale ever ex­ 
hibited on land. It is a female finback 
sixty-eight and a half feet In length. 
Its body in life w as thirty feet In cir­ 
cumference. 
It is estimated that at 
least fifty men could be inclosed with­ 
in the interior of this gigantic animal. 
The full growm right whale, which is 
the species usually hunted for its blub­ 
ber and whalebone, averages from for­ 
ty-five to fifty feet only in length. The 
whale whose skeleton is to adorn the 
museum was washed ashore dead near 
Forked river, New Jersey, last Novem­ 
ber. Scientific theory avers that the 
ancestors of the whales were terres­ 
trial or land mammals which gradually 
became aquatic In their way of living.
